The enter- 
prising natives annexed coilg of rope, 
capes of wine, spurs, ship fittings and 
stores, so that at the sale of what wsa 
eft of the unfortunate vessel "there was 
not exposed so much as a tin of meat, 
pot of paint, ship's compass, clock, or 
iny other of the email odds and ends 
generally sold upon such occasions." 
So clean a sweep bad been made that 
even the legs of the cabin tcble bad 
been sawn across close to the floor, and 
the table bodily carried away. It is in- 
teresting to know that these people, who 
consider plundering n wreck perfectly 
legitimate, are reported to be a "highly 
moral" race; an ordinary case of theft is 
hardly known, it is said, and the only 
reason why they make an exception in 
favor of the flotsam and jetsam of a 
stranded vessel is, that "they still hold 
by the old principle that a wreck is a 
gift from Providence."

- A recent number of the "The Toronto 
Globe" contain* the following: "There 
miut be in Toronto 100 miles of streets 


ecl oB^eaofcsjde with costly and hide- 


ous fences that ir* innocent of all utili- 
ty,-except that they exercls*4ftme slight 
restraining influence upon the hordes of 
ioung barbarians who prowl about seek- 
ing for mischief to commit. Probably 
Tew people have any idea of the amount 
of money which is wasted in these fenc- 
es. 
Assuming that we have 100 miles 


of streets so adorned, this makes 1,056,- 
jOO feet of front fence; and taking the 
lots to be of an average width ot 30 feet, 
and the houses as standing back at an 
average distance of 10 feet from the 
street liur, we have another 286,000 fe«t 
of worse than useless division fences in 
front of houses, making in all 1,312,000 
feet of front fences.

S67l,000; Tbe painting' of the fences 
costs 20 cents a pquate yard of their sur- 
face, representing another investment of 
at least $70,000. The1 extreme average 
life of the fencing is fifteen years, and 
during that time tbe painting ' must be 
renewed at least twice, or if the pwner 
nave any pretension to tidiness four 
times. These figures, which are by no 
means overstated, will give some Idea of 
the amount of mcuey that ia thrown 
away in fences. When it is considered 
that 999 of the gates belonging to these 
fences are woful failures against tbe cas- 
ual dog; tbat they either will not shut or 
else will not stay ebut; tbat, if they do 
shut, they ehut with such a bang that 
paterfamilias is always on thorns for fear 
bis children's fingers cr his dog's tail 
should be sacrificed; and that, even as 
tbe interposing medium between pro- 
crastinating 'spoons,' the front gate is 
really nothing but a nuisance, deriving 
all its pleasant memories from associa- 
tions only, it will be seen that tne csse 
to be made out against front fences and 
their concomitant gates is simply crush- 
ion. They have, in fact, only tbe one 
little redeeming point previously indica- 
led—namely, 'bat tbe young cub of tbe 
human species lias apparently been born 
with a respect for a fence whicn is in re- 
ality no barrier at all, but only the sym- 
bol of a barrier—the survival, in fact, of 
tbe moat, drawbridge, and portcullis 
which were once the prerequisites of a 
sound night's sleep." 


Fences in front of lots have generally 


been abandoned in all towns in central 
Ken York. Tbe like is mainly true of 
Detroit and Cleveland, 
while more 


fences, H is said, have been removed in 
Milwaukee during the past two years 
than have been erected. 
Cyrus W. 


Field, of ocean telegraph fame, once pro- 
posed to give a public library to a town 
in Massachusetts ou condition tbat tbe 
people removed the fences in front of 
their lots. Most of the citizens removed 
their fences willingly, but a few declined 
to do so, whereupon those who desired 
tbe library turned out and destroyed the 
fences that remained. In Stockoridge, 
Wilhamstown and several other of the 
most beautiful places In western Massa- 
chusetts there are no fences in front of 
lots, and few between lota. 


During several years past there has 


been a general movement against fences 
around public parks. 
The early settlers 


of Kew England generally left an open 
space of about half an acre m front of 
tbe farm ouitdings. It bad a hospitable 
look and was convenient for many pur- 
poses. In several sections of the eastern 
states fences are being removed from the 
front oi farms when the land adjacent 
to ihe road is in permanent meadow. 
The appearance of tbe farm has been 
greatly improved by tbe removal of the 
fences". As a rule the sides of the road 
are kept m nice condition, tbe ditches 
cleaned out, and the banks nicely gra- 
ded and covered with grass. Tne owner 
oi the meadow gets toe usa ot u slrelch 
ot laud a rod wide and saves tbe ex- 
pense of supporting a feuce which dis- 
ligurea his premises. 


Fences are ordinarily built in front of 


yards and pleasure grounds for purposes 
of protection or ornamentation. It is 
certain that they afford very little pro- 
tection. If built sufficiently high and 
ligbt to present anything like a formida- 
ble barrier to would be intruders, they 
make a flower-garden or a pleasure 
ground look like a prison yard. No 
one having a small yard in front of a 
bouse wishes to put locks on gules 
through which members of the family 
enter, and without a lock anyone may 
enter who chooses. 
Few front fences 


are ornamental. They detract from the 
beauty of the premises, while tbey cause 
them to look smaller than tbey really 
are. 
Remove tbe fence from the front 


ot a lot that is twenty-five feet wide and 
it immediately appears to have a widtb 
of thirty feet. These lots are generally 
better car«d for than those that are sur- 
rounded by a fence; as they are conspic- 
uous, car • is bestowed on them. 


Many persons living on adjoining lots 


have added to the beauty, comfort, and 
convenience of tbe^r premises by dispos- 
posing of division fences. 
By throwing 


DE several lots into one, each family 
ias a larger amount of available space, 
is a fenca virtually destroys the value of 
he land on either side of it for the dis- 
tance of at least three feet. Fences pro- 
duce shade; which interferes with the 
;rowfi of vegetables and flowers, and 
retard* or prevents the ripening of 
Vuits. By dispensing with fences each 
."amily enjoys, to some extent, the ad- 
vantages of the lots belonging to their 
neighbors. 
They can see from their 


own windows the flowers in many gar- 
dens, and may, if tbey choose, have 
walks, croquet grounds, and other places 
for amusement in common. Privileges 
enjoyed in common lead to good fellow- 
ship aud sociability

A LIVELY COME-OUTER.

"Consider what Lee and Jackson 


would do were they alive. These are 
the same principles for which they 
fought lor years. Remember the men 
who poured forth their life blood on 
Virginia's soil, and do not abandon 
them now." 


The Bloomington Pantograph of yes- 


terday contains a somewhat lengthy 
report of the speech from which we 
make a few extracts. 


His review of some of the principal 


planks or' the Democratic party was 
scathing and true. 
"Pledged anew to 


the constitutional doctrines of the dem- 
ocratic party." said he, "Pledged to a 
long line of illustrious statesmen, are 
you?"
